The new agency will be under the 
work relief program. The president 
aet aside $50,000,000 to be used in 
providing work apprenticeships in 
private industry, in offering high 
school and college training for those 
between 16 and 25, and in giving 
work relief to youths. 
The new undertaking was

under the direction of Miss Jose­ 
phine Roche, assistant secretary of 
the treasury, and Aubrey Williams, 
assistant to Harry L. Hopkins. 
Mr. Roosevelt, in announcing the 
plan to aid an estimated 500,000 of 
young men and girls said:

An average payment of $15 per 
month for youths on work relief 
was fixed; $6 per month will be 
given to those going to high school 
and $15 per month to collegians.

(AP).- Jean Borotra, French tennis 
star, officially announced Wednes­ 
day night he had accepted a Paris 
sports writer’s challenge to a duel. 
The "Bounding Basque,’’ who iv 
competing In the Wimbledon tour­ 
nament, named Rene LaCoste, also 
a French tennis slur, and General 
Alvin as his seconds. 
Didier Poulain, the sports writer, 
sent Borotra a challenge by register­ 
ed mail from Paris. 
He had ac­ 
cused 
Borotra 
of 
"letting 
down 
France" by withdrawing from Da­ 
vis cup competition and said he had 
been insulted by the player’s reply 
to the accusation. 
In a grim mood and deadly se­ 
rious, Borotra dispatched a register­ 
ed letter to Parts Wednesday night 
accepting the challenge to meet on 
the field of honor. 
"In England you think this Is all 
very funny," a spokesman friend of 
Borotra said at the hotel where the 
veteran tennis .star Is staying, "but 
we in France consider it a serious 
matter of honor.” 
The bronzed Borotra was still ex­ 
hausted from his gruelling 2s. -hour 
match against R. Mendel, Czecho­ 
slovak Davis cup ace, which Borotra 
lost on Wimbledon’s center court, 
5-7, 6-4, 6-2, 2-6, 11-9, 
He scowled as he read Poulain's 
letter of challenge on returning to 
his hotel. 
After several telephone 
calls to Paris he made this state­ 
ment: 
"In accordance with the usual 


procedure provided in the French 
code of honor I have asked two of 
my friends, General Alvin, grand 
officer of the Legion of Honor, and 
Rene La Cosh*, captain of the 
French Davis cup team, to act as 
my seconds. They will get in touch 
with Monsieur Poulain’s .seconds Im­ 
mediately.” 
Earlier Borotra said he had fenced 
only a few times in the last ten 
years but added, with a grin, “but 
as I suppose I should have the 
choice of weapons, I might choose 
pistols.” 
The four seconds, Borotra ex­ 
plained, will meet to decide who is 
the offender. 
If the seconds can­ 
not dec ide, the whole matter may 
be dropped, but that Is unlikely. 
"I have now washed my hands of 
the whole affair,” the player said. 
‘If now concerns our respective sec­ 
onds to select weapons, a place and 
time ” 
There may be some difficulty in 
deciding who Is the offended party,

Judge M cClintic ascended to the 
federal bench in 1921.
